Report of the President and Chairman 


Throughout the 1990s, art museums have been faced 
with a number of daunting challenges. All must achieve a 
greater degree of financial autonomy by developing 

a more entrepreneurial spirit, while continuing to foster 
intellectual debate and reflection. To this end the Art 
Gallery of Ontario is developing innovative programming 
to encourage new ways of seeing and thinking about 
art, while its public responds with equal imagination to 
support these endeavours. 

The philanthropy of individuals, corporations and 
foundations enabled the Gallery to enrich its collection 
with a number of significant acquisitions. This year’s 
highlight was the outstanding gift of Inuit art from Sam 
and Esther Sarick. This gift, including sculptures, prints, 
drawings and wall hangings, combined with their previ- 
ous gift of Inuit carvings, constitutes the largest private 
donation of Inuit art in Canadian history. 

The Gallery continues to build core collections of 
works by leading Canadian artists. The AGO will become 
the principal holder of works by the late renowned 
artist Greg Curnoe through a promised gift comprising 
125 works given by Sheila Curnoe; 19 works purchased 
this year through funds provided by the Gallery’s Volun- 
teer Committee, and 7 works purchased with the 
financial assistance of the Walter and Duncan Gordon 
Charitable Foundation. 

Volunteer Committee funds also financed the pur- 
chase of 18 significant works by Betty Goodwin. These 
key additions to the collection position the AGO as the 
primary study centre for the work of these artists. 

In 1996/97, the Gallery undertook a number of initia- 
tives that underlined its commitment to its membership. 
A new program was introduced to provide more privi- 
leges and activities to Gallery members. As well, the 
AGO's Web site provides an opportunity for members to 
maintain an ongoing dialogue with the Gallery. 

As the AGO explores new programs to engage its 
public with visual art, its benefactors are responding 
with similar ingenuity in their support. The major exhi- 
bition of the year, Edvard Munch: Symbolist Prints from 
the Vivian and David Campbell Collection, was made 
possible by the Campbells who generously lent their out- 
standing collection and who played an instrumental 
role in securing the loan of the masterpiece The Scream 
from the Munch Museum in Oslo, Norway. 

The Gallery’s activities are also being embraced by 
younger generations in the corporate and private sec- 
tors. In 1996 the AGO saw the formation of a new spon- 


sorship endeavour known as the “Contemporary Circle.” 


The Circle's founding members — Cindy and Shon Barnett, 
Beth and Kris Nowers, Julia and Gilles Ouellette and 
Rosamond Ivey Thom and Grame Thom - created this 
group in order to promote exhibitions that reflect the 
vitality of contemporary art. On the corporate front, 
young entrepreneurs are demonstrating their commit- 
ment to visual art by providing a level of sponsorship 
that has been traditionally reserved for larger-scale com- 
panies. The Gallery would like to pay tribute to W. Bruce 
C. Bailey, Chairman of Bailey & Company Inc., for his 
sponsorship of the exhibition Paterson Ewen: Earthly 
Weathers/Heavenly Skies, and Scott Paterson, Executive 
Vice-President of Yorkton Securities Inc., for the spon- 
sorship of the AGO’s presentation of the exhibition 
Ozias Leduc: An Art of Love and Reverie. 

Our corporate partners moved beyond exhibition 
sponsorship to bring a variety of new experiences to our 
audiences. With the support of BMW, music lovers were 
drawn to the “All That's Jazz” music series, which fea- 
tured top local, national and international jazz per- 
formers over a 40-week period. With the support of 
Inniskillin Wines, oenophiles enjoyed a series of limited 
edition wines, with labels that featured four works of 
art from the Gallery’s contemporary collection. This year, 
recognition of our corporate supporters went beyond 
the Gallery — AT&T Canada Inc. was awarded the 1997 
Corporate Partners Award by the Ontario Association of 
Art Galleries for its collaboration with the AGO in build- 
ing awareness of the visual arts in Canada. 

It was a privilege to serve in our respective roles as 
president and chairman of the Art Gallery of Ontario in 
a year of numerous achievements. We would like to 
thank the trustees, volunteers and staff for their profes- 
sionalism and enthusiasm. In particular, our apprecia- 
tion goes to Director Maxwell L. Anderson, whose vision 
has been the Gallery's driving force. 

We look forward to many years of continued associ- 
ation with the Art Gallery of Ontario.

Rapport du Président et du Président du conseil d’administration 


Dans le courant des années 90 les musées d’art ont dd 
faire face a d‘imposants défis. Tous doivent manifester 
un plus grand esprit d’entreprise afin d’accroitre leur 
autonomie financiere, mais sans renoncer a leur rdle 
dans la discussion et la réflexion sur |’art. A cette fin, le 
Musée des beaux-arts de l'Ontario a mis en ceuvre des 
programmes qui favorisent les approches et les points de 
vue novateurs, et c'est avec une égale inventivite que 

le public a soutenu ces initiatives. 

La générosité des particuliers, des sociétés et des 
fondations a permis au Musée cette année encore 
d’enrichir sa collection de plusieurs acquisitions majeures. 
La plus marquante a été sans conteste le don de 
l’exceptionnelle collection d'art inuit de Sam et Esther 
Sarick. Ces 5000 pieces, qui comprennent des sculptures, 
des gravures, des dessins et des pieces murales, jointes 
a un don précédent de 1 130 sculptures, constituent le 
don d’art inuit le plus important jamais fait au Canada. 

Le Musée s’attache par ailleurs a réunir des collec- 
tions fondamentales d’ceuvres d’artistes canadiens. 

Le Musée des beaux-arts de l'Ontario est ainsi devenu le 
plus important détenteur d’ceuvres du regretté Greg 
Curnoe, grace a un don de 125 ceuvres fait par Sheila 
Curnoe, auxquelles s’ajoutent 19 acquisitions réalisées 
au moyen des fonds du Comité des bénévoles, et sept 
acquisitions avec le concours de la Walter and Duncan 
Gordon Charitable Foundation. Les fonds du Comité des 
bénévoles ont également servi a acquérir 18 ceuvres 
majeures de Betty Goodwin. Ces ajouts essentiels font 
du Musée des beaux-arts de I’Ontario le principal centre 
d’étude pour ces deux artistes. 

En 1996-1997, le Musée a pris plusieurs initiatives qui 
soulignent son engagement envers ses membres, entre 
autres un nouveau programme qui leur offre un éventail 
plus étendu de privileges et d’activités. inauguration 
du site Web leur permet en outre d’entretenir un 
dialogue suivi avec le Musée. 

Aux programmes novateurs expérimentés par le 
Musée correspond chez ses bienfaiteurs un effort ana- 
logue pour trouver des facons inédites de soutenir 
l‘institution. La principale exposition de l’année, Edvard 
Munch : gravures symbolistes de la Collection Vivian et 
David Campbell, a pu étre présentée grace a la géné- 
rosité des Campbell, qui non seulement ont préte leur 
remarquable collection mais qui ont aidé le Musée a 
obtenir le prét d’une ceuvre capitale de l’artiste, Le Cri, 
conservée au musée Munch d’Oslo, en Norvege. 

Les activités du Musée trouvent également des appuis 


parmi les jeunes générations du milieu des affaires et 


du secteur privée. En 1996 le Musée a vu la création du 
Cercle d'art contemporain, dont les membres fondateurs 
— Cindy et Shon Barnett, Beth et Chris Nowers, Julia et 
Gilles Ouellette, Rosamond Ivey Thom et Grame Thom — 
veulent encourager les expositions refletant la vitalite 
de l’art contemporain. De leur coté, de jeunes entrepre- 
neurs désireux de manifester leur intérét pour les arts 
visuels ont apporté un soutien comparable a celui tradi- 
tionnellement attendu des grandes sociétés. Le Musée 
remercie notamment M. W. Bruce C. Bailey, président 
du conseil d’administration de Bailey & Company Inc., 
pour le parrainage de l’exposition Paterson Ewen : 
humeurs terrestres/corps célestes, et M. Scott Paterson, 
vice-president de Yorkton Securities Inc., pour son appui 
a la présentation torontoise de l’exposition Ozias Leduc : 
une ceuvre d’amour et de réve. 

Les grandes sociétés sont allées pour leur part au- 
dela du parrainage d’expositions. Grace a BMW, les 
amateurs de musique ont pu assister a la série « All That’s 
Jazz », qui a présenté sur une période de 40 semaines 
des musiciens des scenes locale, nationale et inter- 
nationale. Avec le soutien de la société Inniskillin Wines, 
les cenophiles ont gouté une série de vins fabriqués 
en editions limitées dont les étiquettes reproduisaient 
quatre ceuvres de la collection d’art contemporain du 
Musée. L’importance de nos partenaires du monde des 
affaires a été reconnue cette année par |’Ontario 
Association of Art Galleries : l’association a décerné le 
1997 Corporate Partners Award a AT&T Canada Inc. pour 
sa collaboration avec le Musée des beaux-arts de 
l’‘Ontario dans le but de promouvoir les arts visuels au 
Canada. 

Ce fut un privilege que d’exercer nos fonctions 
respectives de président et de président du conseil 
d’administration du Musée des beaux-arts de |’Ontario 
au cours d'une année remplie d’aussi nombreuses réalisa- 
tions. Nous tenons a remercier les membres du conseil, 
les bénévoles et les membres du personnel pour leur 
professionnalisme et leur enthousiasme. Nous exprimons 
une reconnaissance toute particuliere au directeur, M. 
Maxwell L. Anderson, dont les vues ont été la force 
agissante du Musée. Nous espérons que cette association 
avec le Musée des beaux-arts de |’Ontario se poursuivra

Director’s Report 


The past year was a time of excitement and challenge as 
the Art Gallery of Ontario strengthened its commitment 
to be more inviting, accessible and rewarding to its mem- 
bers and visitors. A key strategy in achieving this goal 
was the launch of “The 24-Hour AGO.” Public hours were 
modified and extended to 9 pm on weekdays in order 
to provide our audiences with greater visiting flexibility. 
In addition, a series of programs to targeted markets 
are available throughout the day, ranging from early- 
morning breakfast tours for corporate groups and mid- 
morning school programs, through to late-evening 
events for private clients and overnight visits for children’s 
groups. This new structure, combined with our Web site 
(www.ago.net), provides access to the Art Gallery of 
Ontario 24 hours a day. 

The Gallery also replaced its traditional set entry 
fee with a “pay-what-you-can” admission, which pro- 
vides visitors access to its permanent collection and many 
temporary exhibitions and programs. Major exhibitions 
and special programs are ticketed individually, allowing 
for a more accurate monitoring of visitor trends, costs 
and revenues. The public’s response to the new hours 
and admissions structure has been very enthusiastic and 
financial trends have shown a substantial increase in 
admission revenues. 

The exhibition program over the past year has 
clearly illustrated the Gallery’s commitment to encour- 
aging new ways of seeing and thinking about art. The 
fall season was launched with Paterson Ewen: Earthly 
Weathers/Heavenly Skies, a major survey of the art of 
this remarkable Canadian artist. This exhibition brought 
together for the first time more than 50 works, includ- 
ing 39 paintings, watercolours and drawings from the 
Gallery's own collection. After its presentation at the 
AGO, the exhibition travelled to Montreal and is now 
circulating to centres in Ontario. Paterson Ewen: Earthly 
Weathers/Heavenly Skies was sponsored by W. Bruce C. 
Bailey, Chairman, Bailey & Company Inc., Toronto, with 
support from The Fraser Elliott Foundation. 

Another highlight of the fall season was Ozias Leduc: 
An Art of Love and Reverie, a major retrospective of 
the work of Quebec painter Ozias Leduc. Organized by 
the Montreal Museum of Fine Arts and the Musée du 
Québec, this exhibition portrayed Leduc’s career from 
his earliest work in 1887 through to 1950 and illustrat- 
ed the rich variety of genres and media employed by 
the artist. Yorkton Securities Inc. generously sponsored 


the Toronto venue of the Leduc exhibition. 


The year ended with the outstanding presentation 
of Edvard Munch: Symbolist Prints from the Vivian and 
David Campbell Collection, which featured 59 outstand- 
ing woodcuts and lithographs by Munch. Visitors had 
the rare opportunity to see one of the most celebrated 
versions of Munch’s famous oil painting, The Scream, 
from the Munch Museum in Oslo, Norway. Our sincere 
appreciation goes to Vivian and David Campbell, who 
generously lent their collection for this exhibition, and 
to The Fax Network and Falconbridge Incorporated 
for their sponsorship. The exhibition was a critical and 
popular success, attracting over 100,000 visitors during 
its 12-week run. 

The AGO’s accomplishments were not limited to its 
exhibitions. Its family programming was distinguished 
with the Communication and Public Education Award 
from the Psychology Foundation of Canada. The award 
was given in recognition of the AGO’s leadership in 
demonstrating how a cultural facility can involve par- 
ents and children. 

In its continuing efforts to develop new ways of 
seeing and thinking about art, the Gallery is looking 
beyond traditional methods by exploring the incredible 
potential of online technology. What started as the 
AGO Web site in January 1996 has now expanded to 
include the Art Museum Network, through which Inter- 
net users can access the collective digital resources of 
the 175 largest art museums in North America. 

In 1996/97, the Gallery also introduced the ArtCard, 
the art world’s first cash card. The ArtCard allows its 
user to purchase tickets, merchandise, meals and other 
amenities at the AGO. It is a trademarked concept that 
has attracted the attention of the world’s most promi- 
nent art galleries and museums and is earning the AGO 
new net revenues as well as a deserved reputation for 
innovation in the realm of the “cashless society.” 

The Gallery’s achievements this past year must be 
credited to the hard work and commitment of its staff, 
volunteers and trustees. Their unfailing energy in the 
face of many challenges has indeed strengthened this 
institution. In particular, | would like to thank Eric Jack- 
man and Joey Tanenbaum for serving as our president 
and chairman, respectively, this past year. Their leader- 
ship was critical during this year of change, and we are 
grateful for their wise counsel and commitment to the 


institution.

Rapport du Directeur 


La derniére année aura été stimulante et riche en défis, 
au moment ou le Musée des beaux-arts de l'Ontario 
confirmait sa résolution d’étre plus invitant, plus acces- 
sible et plus profitable pour ses membres et ses visiteurs. 
Un élément clé de la réalisation de cet objectif a été la 
mise en ceuvre de la stratégie appelée « The 24-Hour 
AGO ». En méme temps qu'il prolongeait ses heures 
d’ouverture en semaine jusqu’a 21 heures, le Musée pro- 
posait une série d’activités s’adressant a des publics 
ciblés, depuis les visites au petit déjeuner pour les groupes 
de gens d'affaires, les activités éducatives en milieu de 
matinée, jusqu’aux soirées privées et aux nuits au musée 
pour les groupes d’enfants. Grace a cette nouvelle grille 
d’activités et a son site Web (www.ago.net), le Musée 
des beaux-arts de l'Ontario est désormais accessible en 
tout temps, 24 heures sur 24. 

Le Musée a également remplacé son droit d’entrée 
fixe par une contribution « a la mesure de vos moyens », 
laquelle donne accés a la collection permanente et a de 
nombreuses activités et expositions temporaires. Des 
billets distincts sont émis pour les grandes expositions 
et certaines activités spécifiques, ce qui permet de mieux 
évaluer la frequentation, les cotits et les recettes de ces 
manifestations. La réaction du public a ces innovations 
a été tres enthousiaste et les recettes provenant des 
droits d’entrée se sont accrues substantiellement. 

La programmation des expositions pour l’année qui 
vient de s’achever illustre clairement le désir du Musée 
d’encourager les facons nouvelles de voir l’art et de 
réfléchir sur l’art. La saison d’automne s’est ouverte sur 
l’exposition Paterson Ewen : humeurs terrestres/corps 
célestes, qui réunissait pour la premiere fois plus d’une 
cinquantaine d’ceuvres de ce grand artiste canadien, 
dont 39 peintures, aquarelles et dessins de la collection 
du Musée. Cette exposition a été présentée ensuite a 
Montréal et elle circule actuellement en Ontario. Elle a 
été parrainée par M. W. Bruce C. Bailey, président du 
conseil d’administration de Bailey & Company Inc., avec 
le concours de la Fraser Elliott Foundation. 

U’exposition Ozias Leduc : une ceuvre d’amour et de 
réve a marqué un autre moment fort de |’automne. 
Organisée par le Musée des beaux-arts de Montréal et le 
Musée du Québec, cette rétrospective du peintre quebe- 
cois, depuis ses premiéres ceuvres de 1887 jusqu’aux 
années 1950, temoignait de la grande diversité des tech- 
niques et des genres pratiqués par l’artiste. La société 
Yorkton Securities Inc. a genéreusement soutenu la 
présentation torontoise de l’exposition Leduc. 

L'année s‘est achevée avec une exposition remar- 


quable, Edvard Munch : gravures symbolistes de la 


Collection Vivian et David Campbell, composée de 59 
gravures sur bois et lithographies de Munch. Les visiteurs 
ont pu en outre admirer a cette occasion une des ver- 
sions les plus célebres du tableau intitulé Le Cri, prétée 
par le musée Munch d’Oslo, en Norvege. Nous exprimons 
toute notre gratitude a Vivian et David Campbell, qui 
ont généreusement prété leur collection, ainsi qu’aux 
societés The Fax Network et Falconbridge Incorporated 
pour leur soutien a cette manifestation. Celle-ci a été 
un succés auprés de la critique aussi bien que du public, 
attirant en 12 semaines plus de 100 000 visiteurs. 

Les réalisations du Musée des beaux-arts de |’Ontario 
ne se limitent pas aux expositions. Sa programmation 
pour les familles a recu le prix de la communication et 
de l'éducation du public décerné par la Psychology 
Foundation of Canada. Ce prix reconnaissait la maniére 
exemplaire dont le Musée a démontré qu’un établisse- 
ment culturel peut s’adresser a la fois aux parents et 
aux enfants. 

Dans sa recherche de voies nouvelles pour connaitre 
et approfondir les ceuvres d'art, le Musée s’est lance 
dans |’exploration du potentiel incroyable offert par les 
technologies en ligne. C’est ainsi que le site Web du 
Musée inauguré en janvier 1996 est maintenant relié 
a l’Art Museum Network, qui donne acces aux banques 
de données numérisées des 175 plus grands musées 
d’art d‘Amérique du Nord. 

En 1996-1997, le Musée a également introduit 
|‘ArtCard, la premiere carte a puce du monde de I‘art. 
U’ArtCard permet a l'utilisateur de régler billets, repas 
et articles divers en vente au Musée. L’ArtCard est une 
marque déposée qui a retenu l’attention des plus grands 
musées du monde. Elle a rapporté au Musée des béneé- 
fices nets additionnels et elle a été saluée comme une 
innovation dans notre « société sans argent ». 

Les réalisations du Musée pendant la derniere année 
sont le fruit du travail acharné et du dévouement 
constant de son personnel, de ses bénévoles et de son 
conseil d’administration. ‘énergie inépuisable avec 
laquelle ils ont relevé de si nombreux défis a renforcé 
l‘institution. Je tiens a remercier tout particulierement 
Eric Jackman et Joey Tanenbaum, respectivement prési- 
dent et président du conseil d’administration pendant 
cette année cruciale de profond changement.

Acquisitions 


Two years ago the Art Gallery of Ontario committed to 
building its collections of Canadian contemporary art 
with depth and clarity by identifying key artists whose 
work would be represented in our holdings in consider- 
able, indeed defining depth. This commitment was first 
announced with a gift of works by Paterson Ewen. This 
year we were able to further this commitment with two 
extraordinary acquisitions of work by artists who have 
helped to define Canadian art of our time: Betty Good- 
win and the late Greg Curnoe. Each of these acquisi- 
tions was facilitated by our Volunteer Committee, who 
marked its remarkable 50th Anniversary through these 
gifts, which were matched by the generous gift of Betty 
and Martin Goodwin, and promised gift by Sheila 
Curnoe, respectively. The year 1996 will be seen as a 
turning point in the Gallery’s commitment to both the 
display and study of Canadian contemporary art. 

This year will also be remembered for the consum- 
mation of the gift of the largest private collection of 
Inuit art to the Gallery — the Samuel and Esther Sarick 
collection of 740 Inuit sculptures. Along with 1,130 
works previously donated by the Saricks, this collection 
truly transforms our ability to tell the complex stories 
of ever-changing Inuit art. 

The growth of our collection of photographs, though 
modest, is notable, primarily for the continued dona- 
tions of works by 19th-century pioneering photograph- 
er Linnaeus Tripe — 35 albumen prints, one calotype and 
four related items joined the collection of 109 photo- 
graphs already given by Dr. Shashi Dewan and Janet 
Dewan. This rich resource allows us to understand the 
origins of photography, particularly the role photogra- 
phy played in the definition of colonial cultures. Impor- 
tant modernist photography entering the collection 
this year included the vintage c.1941 print Egg Slicer by 
André Kertész, given by Dr. Howard Tward in honour of 
David Mirvish, and the wonderful Marketplace and 
Fountain, Berlin, c.1928, by Laszld Moholy-Nagy, given 
by Jane Corkin. 

Key Canadian historical works entered into the col- 
lection, in part through gift, and in part through careful 
and considered purchase. These included work by Ray 
Mead, John Hall, Pierre Gauvreau, Paterson Ewen and 
Gershon Iskowitz. Walter Moos and an anonymous 
donor made noteworthy gifts of work by Greg Curnoe 
in recognition of our focused commitment to Canadian 
art. Purchases of Canadian historical work ranged from 
early-19th-century watercolours by James Pattison Cock- 


burn, purchased with funds donated by the Canadian 


Club Classic Fund, to remarkable works by Robert Todd 
and Robert Duncanson from the mid-19th century — 
paintings that fill key gaps in the narratives we create 
around the work of our founding generations of Cana- 
dian artists. Duncanson, for example, was arguably 
the most significant African-American artist of his time 
and spent considerable and consequential time in Cana- 
da. Both purchases were made with the support of our 
Volunteer Committee, as part of its 50th Anniversary 
fund. It is perhaps fitting that the purchases made this 
year with Volunteer Committee funds were generated 
through our volunteers’ tireless work on the block- 
buster exhibition From Cézanne to Matisse: Great French 
Paintings from the Barnes Foundation. We are grateful 
that their funds have supported the purchase of the 
work of Canadian artists. 

Contemporary Canadian and international work 
came into our collection, acquired with a clear sense of 
the context in which works of art were meant to be 
collected and displayed. Work by two leading mid-career 
artists - Mona Hatoum, a Palestinian-born, London- 
based artist, and Colombian artist Doris Salcedo — were 
acquired with the support of the Volunteer Committee, 
while Tom Dean's Excerpts from a Description of the 
Universe #2 (1986) was acquired with matching funds 
provided by The Canada Council. Works by mid-career 
Canadian artists, including Angela Grauerholz, Tim Zuck 
and Shirley Wiitasalo, came to us this year through the 
generosity of Alan and Alison Schwartz, lively and 
engaged collectors of contemporary art committed to 
sharing their passion with others. Since 1990 the 
Schwartzes have donated to our collection more than 
55 works by Canadian artists. | also note with pleasure 
that works by Helen Frankenthaler, Morris Louis, Claes 
Oldenburg and Donald Judd broadened, in a very real 
sense, the holdings of work by significant American 
artists of the 1960s. 

In turning to our most significant European acquisi- 
tion of the year, | close this report, highlighting with 
pleasure the gift of Paul Cézanne’s Interior of a forest 
(c.1885), given by the Bronfman family in memory of 
Saidye Bronfman. Not only is this the first work by 
Cézanne to be given to a Canadian institution since 
1945, it is the first of Cézanne’s paintings to enter our 
collection. Rich in colour, enigmatic in its depiction of 
space, the work will be ours to cherish for generations 


to come.

The Sarick donation of 740 sculptures is the largest 
gift in number, and the most consequential in quality, 
of various gifts of Inuit art to Canadian institutions. One 
of the strengths of the Sarick collection is its range: 
210 artists represent 35 communities known for their 
artistic production. 

Because of the size of this donation, the most 
significant artists, communities and regional aesthetics 
are represented in depth. Povungnituk is represented 
by 86 carvings, Inukjuak by 41, Rankin Inlet by 54, Arviat 
by 89, Baker Lake by 98, Cape Dorset by 139 carvings 
and Spence Bay/Goja Haven by 45. Numbers, however, 
tell only part of the story. The consistency of the quality 
of the work in the collection, the variety of subject 
matter and materials, its temporal range from 1948 to 
the present and, above all, the undeniable presence 


of some of the most important works of Inuit art ever 


created defines its significance.

Robert S. Duncanson was the first African-American 
artist to achieve both national and international 
prominence. An accomplished landscape painter of the 
Hudson River School tradition, his work is included in 
numerous significant collections, including the Royal 
Collection of Sweden, the National Gallery of Canada, 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, and most other insti- 
tutions with a focus on American art. 

Born in upstate New York, Duncanson later resided 
in Cincinnati when Confederate forces moved to take 
the city in the late summer of 1862. Although the attack 
was repulsed, Duncanson evidently thought it wise to 
move to safer ground, and the following spring he took 
a number of his large showpiece canvases — including 
The Lotus Eaters, now in Stockholm — and crossed the 
border into Canada, stopping first in Toronto. During 
the summer, he moved on to Montreal, where he soon 
connected with the group of artists around the Notman 
photographic studio. Two of his paintings were included 
in Notman’s 1863 album, Photographic Selections. He 
exhibited at the Art Association of Montreal, and was 
remembered later as the first teacher of Allan Edson, 
whose early work clearly bears Duncanson’s influence. 
He completed a number of paintings in Canada before 
moving on to Britain in the late spring of 1865. Dun- 
canson later returned to the States, but never set foot 
in Canada again; however, his presence in Montreal at a 
crucial point in the development of landscape interest 
there is telling, and his work holds a place of some 
prominence in the history of Canadian art. 

The small work On the Road to Beauport, Near Que- 
bec is evidently based on close observation of a specific 
place. Duncanson was clearly drawn to the splendid 
autumn foliage of the region, which is the subject of 
this work. The small figure of a hunter and his dog in 
the left foreground is simply a device to establish scale. 
This work, with its wonderfully varied textures of 
grasses and rushes, its intense clump of assorted foliage 
at its centre, and its sensitive depiction of the gentle 
atmosphere of the hills beyond, is arguably the most 
accomplished, and at the same time the most deeply 


felt, of Duncanson’‘s Canadian paintings.

The central figure in a remarkable burgeoning of cul- 
tural activity in London, Ontario in the early 1960s, 
Greg Curnoe achieved national prominence in the mid- 
dle of that volatile decade with large, colourful paint- 
ings on plywood that celebrated an intensely regional 
point of view within a broadly informed, international 
context. Curnoe was a pioneer of the Dada revival in 
Canada; his investigation of popular imagery and his 
early and persistent use of text as a central aspect of 
his art was innovative and influential. A draughtsman 
of remarkable skill and sensitivity, he raised water- 
colour to a prominence it had never before enjoyed in 
Canada. A lifelong champion of regionalism, and on 
that basis an ardent nationalist and a disciplined, highly 
principled intellectual, he was a natural leader who 
inspired others to excel. 

We cannot understand Canadian art of the second 
half of the 20th century without knowing well Greg 
Curnoe’s art. For that reason the Art Gallery of Ontario 
has selected him as one of the artists it will seek to 
represent in depth and in breadth. We mark this initia- 
tive with the 1996 purchase of 26 key works by Curnoe, 
achieved with the generous support of the Volunteer 
Committee. The proposed gift by the artist's widow, 
Sheila Curnoe, of 122 works, along with the artist’s 
papers, will establish the AGO as the principal centre 


for the study of Curnoe’s life and work.

From her “vests” of the early 1970s to her most recent 
series, La Mémoire du Corps, Goodwin’s art is a sus- 
tained effort to draw out traces of life and to make 
visible the presence of events as they are imprinted 
upon, and by, human lives. Her soft-ground etchings 
and assemblages of found clothing in the early 1970s 
marked symbolically the beginning of her career as a 
mature artist. Over the past two decades, her insis- 
tence on making visible the forgotten or unremarkable 
has constituted an eloquent statement about the way 
that some things escape representation and others, 
however infinitesimal or insubstantial they appear, are 
significant reminders that something has taken place. 
If any single theme emerges throughout the material 
diversity of Goodwin’s work, it is that of passage — the 
passage of time, of events and of lives. 

The Volunteer Committee of the Art Gallery of 
Ontario purchased 18 works dating from 1978 to 1993. 
Highlights include the large figure drawing Porteur 
(1986-87), the mixed media installation Distorted Events 
No. 3 (1990) and La Mémoire du Corps XX (1993), a 
large drawing over a photographic image and incorpo- 
rating steel elements. The artist’s generous gift of an 
additional 80 works here provides an intimate reading 
of the rich context for her most recent work. Notable 
among these gifts are an impressive suite of 14 Vests and 
a series of 11 oil on paper works done in 1982, which 
have never been seen before and are the prototypes 


for her large, much-sought-after “Swimmers” series.

Over the course of her exhibiting career, Angela Grauer- 
holz has established the distinctive look of her large- 
scale photographs: through sepia-toned, gently blurred 
images that are always slightly familiar in some inex- 
pressible way. These features combine to give the works 
a quality of being “out-of-time,” dredged from indistinct 
memory or obscure history. This look of the past, a 
deliberate strategy, is achieved by treating black-and- 
white images with a colour process to obtain the pati- 
nated tones and reduced contrast, by using extremely 
long exposures to soften the edges of things, and with 
subject matter that recalls typologies from the history 
of photography. 

Ursus shares in these qualities, vaguely reminding 
us of a natural history documentary or a trip to the 
zoo. And it is a clear example of another typical strategy 
of Grauerholz’s work. With the bear aimed outside of 
the frame at the disembodied hand that feeds it, we are 
directed to look toward another arena, an alternate 
stage for the “action” of the work. This creates a gap 


between the work and its viewer, a gap that is filled 


with atmosphere and suggestion.

In many respects the work of Mona Hatoum is typical 
of her generation: it has emerged through the legacy of 
a Minimalism and a Post-Minimalist expansion of media, 
bringing the immediacy of time-based work such as 
performance and video into the expanded field of sculp- 
tural installations. Throughout the relatively short 
trajectory of her career and particularly in her narrative 
videotapes of the mid-1980s, Hatoum has increasingly 
approached her own condition of displacement and 
exile while making works that invoke the larger arena 
of post-colonial politics and globalism. 

Arguably one of Hatoum’s strongest works, Socle du 
Monde (1992-93) contains, with a great economy of 
means and intense concentration, the themes and ges- 
tures that generally characterize her work and account 
for its reception as some of the most significant art of 
this decade. Consisting of a simple steel cube covered 
with bristling whorls of iron filings that cling to hun- 
dreds of small magnets, Socle du Monde is at once a 
quintessential minimalist monolith and a mass that 
appears on the verge of disintegration, seething with 


life and movement.

Born in 1958 in Bogota, Columbia, Doris Salcedo recently 
won international attention for her evocative works 
that address loss and memory through the attentive 
modification and assemblage of found materials. Doris 
Salcedo’s practice is one of transformation, in which 
political meaning is given an image. Unexpected com- 
binations of materials are revealed slowly through close 
observation, rendering her objects uncanny and, in 
turns, both elegiac and monstrous. Characteristically, she 
uses objects intimately associated with the body, such 
as clothing and furniture. Casa Viuda Il (the widowed 
house) is one of a series of six pieces begun in 1992. 
These works evoke narratives of exile, abandonment 
and absence. Salcedo transforms humble domestic 
objects into monuments to those for whom they were 


once a familiar comfort.

Although /nterior of a Forest is entirely in Cézanne’s 
mature style, the painting depicts a subject typical of 
the Barbizon School or the Impressionists. The forest 
foliage and its rich undergrowth provide ideal material 
for Cézanne’s interest in flattening space and confusing 
forms. At the very centre of the picture, a dense green 
network of parallel strokes is scattered with white, blue, 
and tan. This type of intimate, secluded forest scene 
had remained outside Cézanne’s canon, although he 
took up the subject at crucial moments throughout his 
career. Such outwardly simple landscapes were also 
meaningful to 19th-century viewers, for they evoked 
the magical forests of central and northern France, 
redolent of Romantic tales and historical associations 
It is certainly different from the picturesque, arid Midi 
countryside most commonly associated with Cézanne. 
Interior of a forest is the first Post-Impressionist 
painting to enter the collection of the AGO. Not only 
does it beautifully illustrate a crucial aspect in the his- 
tory of art, it also establishes a context for our rich 
20th-century early Modernist paintings. Moreover, the 
gift represents an important aspect in Canadian collect- 


ing in this century.

Linnaeus Tripe, a young British army officer, was trained 
early in the new medium of photography. In 1855 the 
Government of India began to first employ photogra- 
phers on various assignments and Tripe was appointed 
to the Burma Mission (to Ava) to record and capture 
photographically the architecture and scenery of the 
little-known region. His assignment in Burma lasted 
from July to November 1855, and he subsequently trav- 
elled to Madura, Seeringham, Trichinopoly, Veralimalay, 
Trimium, Tanjore and Trivady, in all some 700 miles 
travelled on horseback. His calotype negatives printed 
at his photographic establishment in Bangalore were 
accomplished under difficult environmental conditions. 
Tripe undertook his assignments with aspirations to 
explore photography’s potential. In well-considered 
compositions, he created brilliant views that examined 
the interplay between structures and the environment, 
capturing highly complex forms under the most primi- 
tive of conditions. Despite the fact that photography 
was less than two decades in practice, and there were 
technical limitations, Tripe’s approach shifted quickly 


from literal transcriptions to picturesque compositions 


to highly personal viewpoints.

André Kertész is among the most renowned photogra- 
phers of the 20th century. Having first graduated from 
the Academy of Commerce in 1912 in Budapest, he 
turned away from a life in finance to explore the possi- 
bilities of photography. His early interest in photojour- 
nalism took him to the countryside and city streets, 
and to pursuit of experimental pictures at night and 
in inclement weather. 

Anxious to pursue photography as a serious art 
form, Kertész moved to Paris in 1925. In Montparnasse, 
he found friendship among the avant-garde artists, 
Léger, Chagall, Calder, Mondrian, and photographed 
together with Brassai and Henri-Cartier Bresson. Paris 
was the site of unprecedented artistic imagination and 
Kertész entered the community with ease. In 1936 he 
moved to New York, where Egg Slicer was made some- 
time between 1937 and 1941. The print shares the 
characteristics of several powerful images Kertész com- 
posed by abstracting a common object through drama- 
tizing illumination and exaggerating shadows that 
cast “surrealistic” effects. The sense of atmospheric 
ambiguity and displacement of the object, created by 
its severed framing device, invites a sense of intensi- 
fied content, which emerges from a web of optical 
relationships. In its curious structure, the image holds a 
psychological presence and reveals Kertész’s imagina- 


tive approach to the simplest of objects.

Exhibitions 


The Art Gallery of Ontario organized and presented 

30 exhibitions in the past year. These included specifically 
designated selections from our photography and prints 
and drawings collections, contemporary exhibitions link- 
ing local collections to our permanent holdings, video 
presentations by artists of various generations, and major 
exhibitions of significant historical and contemporary 
artists. Two exhibitions of significant scale launched our 
fall season: Ozias Leduc: An Art of Love and Reverie, 
organized jointly by the Montreal Museum of Fine Arts 
and the Musée du Québec; and Paterson Ewen: Earthly 
Weathers/Heavenly Skies, a thematic survey of many 
works, never before exhibited, by this significant con- 
temporary Canadian painter. Paterson Ewen was dis- 
tinctive both for its unorthodox installation and as a 
significant examination of Ewen’s work drawn almost 
exclusively from the collection of the Art Gallery of 
Ontario. The year ended with an emphasis on quality and 
scholarship with Edvard Munch: Symbolist Prints from 
the Vivian and David Campbell Collection. This compre- 
hensive survey of the work of one of the foremost print- 
makers of the 20th century was a critical and popular 
success, with over 100,000 people visiting the exhibition. 
The book accompanying the exhibition was co-published 


with Yale University Press.

Programs, Activities, Resources 


School Programs 

Lively, interactive tours and studio programs attracted a 
wide range of students from Junior Kindergarten to OAC. 
Throughout the week, “Off the Wall!”, the Gallery's 
centre for creative play and exploration in art, bustled 
with our youngest visitors: the Junior Kindergarten 
through Grade 2 set. As part of the My First Visit pro- 
gram, over 3,000 children learned about looking at and 
responding to art, then enjoyed hands-on art fun. 

Elementary Level Programs developed a new school 
visit program entitled “Our Nature, Our Nation,” a self- 
guided exploration of Canadian art for Grades 7 to 9. 

Edvard Munch: Symbolist Prints from the Vivian and 
David Campbell Collection was the basis for a highly suc- 
cessful program for secondary level students. Students 
of art, history, English and French watched a stimulating 
audio-visual presentation before discussing Munch's 
powerful images and their relation to works in the per- 
manent collection. 

The AGO conducted workshops for teachers through- 
out the year as part of in-service courses, in response to 
school board requests for professional development, or 
to introduce educators to new exhibitions. Two sessions 
were held in conjunction with the Munch exhibition. 
The AGO also participated in cooperative placements for 
teachers and provided supervision for pre-service candi- 
dates from the Faculty of Education, Ontario Institute 


for Studies in Education of the University of Toronto. 


Family Programming 

The Gallery has been buzzing with family activity year 
round. On weekends, “Off the Wall!” has been the des- 
tination for families. In this unique hands-on facility, 
visitors of all ages can dress up like portraits in the AGO 
collection, build sculptures from new and unusual mate- 
rials, make slide art, take an imaginary sketching trip 


into Algonquin Park, and much more. 
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“Spring into Art,” the AGO’s annual family March 
Break program, saw attendance figures in excess of 6,000 
people. The success of the week was attained with the 
assistance of over 80 student volunteers from inner city 
high schools. 

The AGO was a proud participant in the 25th anniver- 
sary celebration of Nelvana, Canada’s groundbreaking 
animation studio and the sponsor of family program- 
ming at the Gallery for the last four years. The AGO pre- 
sented the Nelvana Turns 25 exhibition, which featured 
original animation cels, artifacts, backdrops, and char- 
acter studies from the extensive Nelvana archives in the 
AGO’'s collection. 

Family Sundays drew an audience of over 20,000 
visitors with activities and interactive art fun for all ages. 
Parents and children were able to create their own art 
in the Sunday Studio; play in “Off the Wall!”; enjoy 
music and dance performances; and take family tours 
through the galleries. New this year was “Hi, Art!”, a 
book of activities for children to do in the galleries and 


at home. 


Anne Tanenbaum Gallery School 

The Gallery School continued to grow this year, with 
over 100 classes involving 1,500 students of all ages. A 
spectrum of traditional and new media offerings 
included a new animation class for children using Hi-8 
digital video, and a course for adults to learn a histori- 
cally accurate egg tempera technique which also featured 
unique studies of Old Master works in the permanent 
collection. The Gallery School received again this year 
critical support from the AGO Volunteer Committee 
through its Bursary Trust, created in 1995 to provide 
financial assistance for students. New this year was the 
creation of Children’s Studio bursaries from the multi- 
media company McLellan Group. In addition, the Gallery 
School hosted several concerts, panel discussions and 
community and family workshops, including a special 
new program with the Diabetes Clinic at the Hospital 
for Sick Children. 


Talks and Tours 

Tours of the Gallery's collection and special exhibitions 
are provided on a daily basis by trained docents. Themes 
introduced this year included “Body and Soul,” “Nature 


wu 


as Culture,” “(In)visible Women” and “The Disquieting 
Muse,” based on new interpretations of the Gallery's 
collection and themes of major exhibitions. Tours are 


offered in English, French and Cantonese, with German 


and Mandarin programs available on request. “Ask Me” 
guides in the contemporary galleries fielded a variety 
of questions and engaged in lively debate with visitors 
on issues surrounding contemporary art. The Gallery’s 
English-as-a-Second Language tours gave adult learners 
the opportunity to develop language skills by stimulat- 
ing interest in our collections. Two new programs 
launched this year, “Wednesday Art Lovers’ Club” and 
“Good Looking,” combined discussions in the gallery 
with a more social encounter afterwards in the Mem- 


bers’ Lounge. 


Lectures, Symposia, Dialogues 

The Gallery continued its offering of special topical 
programs, with their special focus on broadening audi- 
ences and developing collaborative partnerships. Of 
particular note in 1996-97 was the continuation of the 
International Lecture Series, copresented with the 
Canadian Art Foundation; special talks exploring the 
work and cultural milieu of Edvard Munch; architectural 
visits to Toronto churches, exploring parallels and con- 
trasts with the work of Quebec’s Ozias Leduc in Toronto 
religious art; special lectures and artists’ talks on Pater- 
son Ewen; two major symposia, one focusing on the 
work of J.J. Tissot and his contemporaries, and the other, 
“Policing the Boundaries of Modernity,” using the 
Group of Seven as a jumping-off point for a reassessment 


of the anti-modern impulse in 20th-century art. 


Film and Video 

In 1996-97 the Gallery copresented hundreds of films 
in Jackman Hall, working primarily with Cinematheque 
Ontario, but also with many community groups, includ- 
ing the Toronto Film Society, the Toronto Jewish Film 
Society, Pleasure Dome, the Ontario College of Art and 
Design, Moving Pictures, The Festival of Dance on Film 
and Video, and others. 

Working with Cinematheque Ontario, the Gallery 
also began a new ongoing series, “The Independents,” 
a free series committed to the presentation of artists’ 
film and tapes. Over 20 screenings of this work, mostly 
Canadian produced, were presented. This series will 
continue indefinitely, filling a major void in the Toronto 


film scene. 
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The Gallery's popular noon-hour film series contin- 
ued, drawn from New Media Centre’s collection of films 
and tapes on art and artists. 

The Gallery further continued its commitment to 
video art through a number of exhibitions of single- 
channel tapes and video installations, including a retro- 
spective look at A Space and Metablaze: the Videotapes 
of Shawn Chappelle. 


Live Performances 

The Gallery offers regular live performances throughout 
the year. In the fall of 1996, we introduced “All That's 
Jazz," an annual series of jazz performances presented 
in the Walker Court mostly on Wednesday evenings. 
With the support of BMW Canada Inc., the SOCAN Foun- 
dation, CJRT-FM and Ming Pao Daily News, we were 
able to make this an extraordinarily popular outing for 
Toronto jazz aficionados, constituting as it does the 
only regular jazz venue in the city outside of the bar 
scene. In the first six months of the series we presented 
artists John Alcorn, Jeff Jones, Bonnie Brett, Sharron 
McLeod, Jackie Richardson, Richard Whiteman, Mike 
Downes, the Kieran Overs Nonet, Guh, George Koller, 
Julie Michels, and many others. 

The Gallery also presented a “Community Concerts” 
series, featuring classical music, world music, children’s 
music and both traditional and contemporary dance. 

In 1996-97 we worked with a number of community orga- 
nizations such as the Royal Conservatory of Music, the 
Canadian Chamber Academy, and University Settlement 


House to present approximately 50 performances. 


The Gallery has a special relationship with Toronto- 
based Opera Atelier as a programming partner. Opera 
Atelier has quickly gained a reputation for originality 
and excellence in its interpretation of opera, ballet and 
drama of the 17th and 18th centuries. In addition to 
their regular performing season, Opera Atelier presented 
a number of special workshop performances at the 
Gallery, exploring the links between visual art, dance 


and music. 


Marvin Gelber Print and Drawing Study Centre 
The Gallery's collection of more than 14,000 works on 
paper can be seen and studied by members of the public 
in the Marvin Gelber Print and Drawing Study Centre. 
The centre has a busy schedule of classes, clinics, talks, 
collectors’ programs and public events. Attendance has 
increased dramatically each year since the centre opened 
in 1993, with 2,500 visitors in 1996-97 alone. 

In the past year the “Close Encounters” series con- 
tinued to be very popular, combining lively topics and 
guest speakers with intimate viewing of works in the 
collection and hands-on workshops in the Anne Tanen- 
baum Gallery School. 

The study centre has an active group of 20 dedicated 
volunteers. During 1996-97, these volunteers assisted 
with key projects in the centre, supervised group access, 
organized open houses, gave talks to seniors and coor- 
dinated the successful “open door” program, welcoming 


the public on Wednesday afternoons. 


Edward P. Taylor Research Library and Archives 
The Art Gallery of Ontario houses Toronto’s premier art 
research facility. Its research collections comprise 112,000 
volumes, 1,509 journal titles, 3,000 titles in microform 


and multimedia, and 46 manuscript groups which occupy 
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over 550 linear feet. Use continued to grow, with over 
15,000 readers in 1996-97; off-site users can now commu- 
nicate with the library using its online reference desk 
and a series of information-packed home pages, added 
this year to the Gallery's Web site. Chief among several 
hundred gifts to the Library's general collections, 
received from 55 individuals listed elsewhere in this 
report, is the 34-volume The Dictionary of Art acquired 
through the generous support of Janet E. Hutchison. 
Gifts to the Rare Book and Special Collections are 


reported under Acquisitions in this report. 


Photographic Resources 

The department provides a large selection of photo- 
graphic materials of its collection and special exhibitions 
for research, study and purchase. This year the Photo 
Studio expanded to include new technology and has met 
the challenge of digital imaging for documentation 
nd supply. The collection serves as a valuable resource 


for historians, teachers, students, artists and publishers.

The AGO can be visited 24 hours a day through its Web 
site. In addition to providing an overview of the AGO’s 
programs and services, the Web site is rapidly becoming 
a virtual gallery, with images from its collections and 
exhibitions, and serves as an interactive forum for public 
dialogue amd debate. The site also hosts the Art Muse- 
um Network, which holds the collective digital resources 
of the 175 largest art museums in North America. 
Through the AMN, information can be accessed on all 
these museums, including collection highlights, and cur- 


rent and upcoming exhibitions. 


Art Gallery of Ontario 
Financial Statements 


Managerial Responsibilities 


The Board of Trustees, which is responsible for, among, other things, the financial statements of the Art Gallery of 
Ontario (the “Gallery”), delegates to management the responsibility of the financial statements. Responsibility for their 
review is that of the Audit Committee. Each year the Trustees of the Gallery appoint independent auditors to examine 
and report directly to them on the financial statements. The financial statements were prepared by management in 
accordance with generally accepted accounting principles, which were consistently applied. Management maintains a 
system of internal accounting controls to ensure that transactions are accurately recorded on a timely basis, are properly 
approved and result in reliable financial statements. There are limits inherent in all systems based on the recognition that 
the cost of such systems should not exceed the benefits to be derived. Management believes its system provides the 


appropriate balance in this respect. 


The Gallery’s Audit Committee is appointed by the Board of Trustees annually and comprises several non-management 
individuals. The committee meets with management and with the independent auditors (who have free access to the 
Audit Committee) to satisfy itself that each group is properly discharging its responsibilities and to review the financial 
statements and the independent auditors’ report. The Audit Committee reports its findings to the Board of Trustees 


for its consideration in approving the financial statements for issuance to the Members of the Gallery.

Notes to Financial Statements 


March 31, 1997 


1. Summary of significant 
accounting policies 


The Art Gallery of Ontario 

(the “Gallery”) is an unscheduled 
transfer payment recipient of the 
Ministry of Citizenship, Culture and 
Recreation of the Province of 
Ontario by virtue of the Art Gallery 
of Ontario Act 1966. 


The financial statements of the 
Gallery have been prepared ona 
going concern basis in accordance 
with generally accepted accounting 
principles consistently applied. The 
significant accounting policies are 


summarized below: 


(a) Fund Accounting 

The accounts of the Gallery are main- 
tained in accordance with the princi- 
ples of fund accounting by which 
resources for various purposes are 
classified for accounting and reporting 
purposes into funds that are in accor- 
dance with the direction issued by 
the Board of Trustees. Transfers 
between the funds are made when 
approved by the Executive Commit- 
tee. For financial reporting purposes, 


there are two groups of funds: 


(i) The general funds include the 
day-to-day transactions of the 
Gallery’s Operating Fund, Dining 
Services and Gallery Shop. In 1993, 
the Volunteer Committee and 
the Gallery formed the Gallery 
Shop on the basis of a joint ven- 
ture to operate all retail activities. 
All profits and losses are shared 


equally by the partners. 


(ii) The capital funds comprise 
funds that are not available to 
meet operating expenditures. 
The Acquisition Fund is primarily 
for the purchase of art and 
includes, at a nominal value of 
one thousand dollars, the 
Gallery's collection of works of 
art that have been donated to 
the Gallery or purchased by it. 


The Volunteer Activities Fund is 


operated by the Volunteer Com- 
mittee. The Building Fund 
includes amounts that are desig- 
nated to finance expansion and 
major repairs to the Gallery's 
facilities, including the Stage III 


Expansion. 


(b) Basis of Statement of 

Financial Activities 
The statement of financial activities 
shows the funds received by, dis- 
bursed by or transferred between 
the various Gallery funds in the cur- 
rent reporting year using the accrual 


basis of accounting. 


(c) Marketable Securities 
Marketable securities are carried at 


market value. 


(d) Inventory 
Inventories of goods held for resale 
are valued at the lower of cost and 


net realizable value. 


(e) Works of Art 

In conformity with accounting 
policies generally followed by art 
museums, the value of works of 

art has been excluded from the bal- 
ance sheet except for a nominal 
value of one thousand dollars. The 
value of art acquired by gift during 
the year is included in the statement 
of financial activities as revenue at 
appraised value as determined by 
independent appraisers. Purchased 
art is included in the statement of 
financial activities at cost and, 
together with gifted art acquired 
during the year, is shown as accession 


of art for collection. 


(f) Fixed Assets 

Fixed assets are accounted for as 
expenditures in the period they are 
acquired except for a nominal 
amount of one thousand dollars 
included in the balance sheet. 
Accordingly, no depreciation is 


recorded in the accounts. 


(g) Grants, Donations and Bequests 
Grants, donations and bequests are 
included in the statement 


of financial activities in the year 


received or receivable, except where 
the revenues are directed to a specif- 


ic activity by the donor. 


Funds for designated programs 
received prior to the year in which 
the program is to be carried out are 
recorded in the balance sheet as 


deferred revenue. 


(h) Pledges 
Pledges are not recorded as revenue 
until the pledged donations are 


received by the Gallery. 


(i) Donated Services 
The value of volunteer and other 
services donated to the Gallery is not 


recorded in the financial statements. 


(j) Membership Fees 
Annual membership fees are includ- 


ed in operating revenue as received. 


2. The Art Gallery of Ontario 
Foundation 


The Art Gallery of Ontario Founda- 
tion (the “Foundation”) is incorpo- 
rated under the laws of Ontario as a 
separate corporation without share 
capital and receives and manages 
the general endowment funds of the 
Gallery. The accounts of the Founda- 
tion are not included in the accom- 
panying financial statements. Funds 
from the Foundation are given to 
the Gallery when approved by the 
independent Board of Trustees of 


the Foundation. 


During the year, the Foundation 
contributed $683,000, $84,000 and 
$5,016,000 respectively to the 
Operating, Acquisition and Building 
funds of the Gallery. In 1996, 
$634,000 and $43,000 respectively, 
were contributed to the Operating 


and Acquisition funds. 


The advance of $2 million from the 
Foundation is non-interest bearing 
with no fixed terms of repayment. 
Due to the lack of fixed terms of 
repayment, it is not reasonably possi- 
ble to calculate the fair value of this 


advance. 


Included in grants and accounts 
receivable are amounts due from the 
Foundation of $905,778 (1996 - 
$423,000), $176,242 (1996 - $97,000) 
and $15,858 (1996 - nil) to the Oper- 
ating, Acquisition and Building funds 


respectively. 


3. Art Gallery of Ontario 
Crown Foundation 


The Art Gallery of Ontario has an 
economic beneficial interest in a 
Crown-controlled foundation, Art 
Gallery of Ontario Crown Foundation, 
which is not consolidated into these 
financial statements. The principal 
objectives of the Crown Foundation 
are to solicit, receive and distribute 
money and other property to support 
the mission and activities of the Art 
Gallery of Ontario. No distributions 
were received by the Gallery from 


the Crown Foundation. 


4. Bank Loans 


The Gallery has two lines of credit, 
one for operating purposes and one 
to finance the Stage III Expansion. 
The line of credit for operating pur- 
poses is a $4.5 million revolving 
demand loan bearing interest at the 
prime lending rate plus one quarter 
percent, of which $4.0 million is 


drawn down at year end. 


The loan for the Stage III Expansion 
is a $7.7 million non-interest bearing 
loan. The loan is divided into two 
parts, the first of which requires 
principal payments at regular inter- 


vals as follows:

The Gallery has outstanding pledges 
that will be used to make these pay- 
ments (note 8). The fair value of this 
portion of the debt, as determined 

by the Gallery's present cost of debt, 


is approximately $1.4 million. 


As at December 31, 2001, any por- 
tion of this loan outstanding, other 
than the payment due in 2002, will 
be converted to a Fixed Rate Advance 
for a term and at an interest rate as 
determined by the bank at such 
time. Due to the lack of fixed repay- 
ment terms, it is not reasonably 
possible to determine the fair value 


of this portion of the loan. 


In the event that any of the princi- 
pal payments set out above are not 
made when due, interest becomes 
payable on the loan for the Stage Ill 
Expansion at prime plus 2 percent 
retroactive to November 26, 1996. 
Interest from November 26, 1996 to 
March 31, 1997 of $185,000 will 
become payable if a principal pay- 
ment is missed. The Gallery expects 
to make the principal repayments 
when they become due and there- 


fore no amount of interest has been 


accrued in connection with this loan. 


Interest expenses for the Operating 
Fund and Stage Ill Expansion are 
respectively $49,000 (1996 - $31,000) 
and $674,000 (1996 - $1,363,000). 


5. Pension Plan 


The Gallery maintains a pension 
plan that covers substantially all of 
its employees. The plan provides 
retirees with pension benefits based 
on previous contributions or on the 
greater of length of service and 

the last five years of earnings. The 
most recent actuarial reports were 
prepared as of December 31, 1993, 
based on management's best 
estimates of employee compensation 
levels, turnover, retirement rates, 
mortality, inflation and investment 
returns. Based on these estimates, 
the present value of the accrued 


pension benefits as at December 31, 


1996 is projected to be approximately 
$6,575,000. The net assets available 
as at December 31, 1996 to provide 
these benefits is approximately 
$8,189,000. Pension expense for the 
year was $209,000 (1996 - $278,000). 
As at March 31, 1997, there have 
been no significant changes in 

the Gallery's obligation or the value 
of assets available to meet these 


obligations. 


6. Income Tax 


The Gallery is a registered non-profit 
organization under the Income Tax 


Act and is exempt from income tax. 


7. Statement of Changes in 
Financial Position 


A separate statement of changes in 
financial position is not presented 
as cash flows from operating, 
investing and financing activities 
are contained in the other financial 


statements. 


8. Stage Ill Expansion 


The Gallery completed the Stage III 
building program in 1993. During 
the year certain additional costs 
were incurred. The total cost of the 
project including interest expense is 
$64.4 million to the end of March 
1997. 


At March 31, 1997, the Gallery had 
received $51.6 million including 
grants, donations and interest income. 
In addition, pledges made by the pri- 
vate sector toward the Stage III 
Expansion project payable in 1997/98 
and subsequent years amount to 
approximately $2.0 million. These 
outstanding pledges are not recorded 


in the financial statements.

10. Fund Transfers 


During the year, $240,000 was trans- 
ferred from the Operating Fund to 
the Volunteer Fund, being 50 per- 
cent of the net profits of the Retail 
Joint Venture. $400,000 was trans- 
ferred from the Volunteer Fund to 
the Operating Fund, as support for 
Gallery Programs. $881,990 was 
transferred from the Volunteer Fund 
to Acquisitions in support of pur- 
chase of works of art. $105,000 was 
transferred from Acquisitions to 

the Operating Fund for expense 


reimbursement.

Volunteers 

More than 1,000 volunteers enhance the institution’s 
operation through their hard work and dedication. 
Over 160,000 volunteer hours were provided to the 
Gallery in 1996-97. 


Purchase of Works of Art 

The Volunteer Committee supports the development of 
the Gallery’s collection by designating funds from its 
generated revenues for the purchase of works of art. In 
1996-97, 19 works by Canadian artist Greg Curnoe were 
purchased with funds provided by the Volunteer Com- 
mittee. This acquisition has helped to position the AGO 


as the principal holder of Greg Curnoe’s work. 


Retail 

The Gallery Shop is operated as a joint venture by the 
AGO and the Volunteer Committee. Volunteers are actively 
involved in every aspect of the shop’s operation. includ- 
ing staffing and product selection in the Book, Gift, 
Jewellery, and Reproduction departments, as well as in 
the Art Rental and Sales Gallery. All proceeds support 
the AGO. 

In order to boost Gallery Shop profits and provide 
service to the AGO Membership, neighbouring businesses, 
corporate employees and volunteer organizations, the 
Volunteer Committee organized two special discount 
shopping days: Members Shopping Day and Corporate 
Shopping Day both included complimentary gift-wrap- 


ping services, foods, beverages and music. 


Travel AGO/Gallery Hopping 

In order to increase AGO membership and raise funds, 
the Volunteer Committee organizes trips focused on art 
and architecture. In 1996-97 Travel AGO organized a 
Mediterranean Cruise in celebration of the Volunteer 
Committee’s 50th Anniversary, as well as trips to New 
Mexico, Savannah and Charleston, Medieval France and 
Spain, and Newfoundland. Gallery Hopping offered 
members short trips to galleries, churches and private 
collections in Toronto, southern Ontario and northern 
New York State. 


Support to Gallery Programs and Services 

The Volunteer Committee provided $400,000 in support 
of the Gallery's programs and services in this past year. 
In addition, the Volunteer Committee is responsible 
for the operation of the Gallery's historic house, The 


Grange, and provides tours for adults and school

groups as well as English-as-a-Second-Language pro- 
grams. The Volunteer Committee provided a bursary to 
three talented students in the advanced school program 
of the Anne Tanenbaum Gallery School. 

A number of programs throughout the Gallery are 
also strengthened through volunteer human resources: 
daily gallery talks for visitors, tours for adults and 
school groups, and the “Ask Me” program in the con- 
temporary galleries; assistance with the operation of 
the Libby and Blair MacAulay Membership Centre, the 
Dr. Mariano Elia Hands On Centre, the Marvin Gelber 
Print and Drawing Study Centre and the Edward P. Taylor 
Research Library and Archives; assistance in orienting 
visitors during special activities throughout the year, 
including Spring Break, major exhibitions and corporate 


events. 


Fund-Raising 

Art in Bloom 96, an exhibition of AGO artworks accom- 
panied by flower arrangements by garden club mem- 
bers and professional florists from Ontario, included 

a program of lecture/demonstrations, an opening Garden 
Party, and breakfast/tea and tour packages. This major 
biennial fund-raising project of the Volunteer Committee 
exceeded its financial target, brought new audiences 
to the Gallery and created new partnerships between 


the Gallery and other communities. 


Junior Committee 

The Junior Committee of the Volunteer Committee 
focused its activities on operating the children’s section 
of the Gallery Shop, art education initiatives, and orga- 


nizing the silent auction during Art in Bloom 96. 


Annual Campaign 


The Gallery would like to acknowledge the generosity of the many individuals, corpo- 


rations and foundations whose contributions assist the Gallery in providing outstanding 


programs and services to the public.
